Can Identify Gambler’s Slayer. 

This new evidence, in the form of affidavits, 
was presented to Justiee Goff by Charles 
G. F. Wahle, 6f counsel for the condemned 
men. The signer of one affidavit swore that 
a man he could identify and who was not 
one of the gunmen was in the fring party 
Whose shots killed Rosenthal. 

The other declared that he saw Sam 
Schepps,. Bridge Webber, and Harry 
Vallon, the informers, and not the men con- 
yicted, in the car that raced away from the 
dens of the crime after the tenderloin gam- 
bier had deen shot to death in front of the 
Metropole hotel.

Washington, D. C., April te al jn 
William Randolph Hearst is the enemy of 
the best interests of the people of Chicago 
in his dealings with transportation utilities 
now, as he was in 1007, acoording to Repre- 
sentative William- Kent of California, who 
when a resident of Chicago was conspic- 
‘uous for hie services to the public. In an 
open letter tonight Mr. Kent says:

‘men who had consistently and continuously 


fought for thirteen years toward bettering 
existing conditions found themselves in a 
position where direct municipal ownership 
was impossible, owing to the fact that under 
charter provisions regulating the amount of 
bonded indebtedmess the city of Chicago 
could not purchase the traction system, 


Had Promise to Aid Plan. 

“By using every municipal power that 
could be exerted, the city found itself en- 
| abled to boil all the water out of the trac- 
tion companies and to provide for a practical 
ownership with the city of Chicago, under 
which partnership there could. be either 
abatement of fares or direct compensation 
in terms of 55 per cent of the net receipts. 
Prior to placing an ordinance before the city 
council to ratify the proposed arrangement 
Mr. Hearst had definitely promised to aid in 
such a settlement, which he believed to be 
an impossibility. | 

Prior to his indorsement of the proposed 
eettiement he had treated all those patriotic 
citizens of Chicago who had been endeavor- 
ing to secure the only arrangement possible 
as tools of Wall street and as public thieves. 
However, believing that the settlement could 
not be made, he agreed to stand for it if such 
an outcome were possible. 

Mayor Dunne of Chicago, now governor 
of the state of IiMnois, had definitely prom- 
iged to abide by the compromise, which he 
himeelf had aided to the utmost of his power. 
He (Mayor Dunne) went so far as to an- 
nounce in the public press that the best 
Christmas present he could give Chicago was 
this particular settlement. 


Hearst Violates His Word. 

The settlement having unexpectedly been 
agreed upon, Mr. Hearst directly violated 
his word and stated that the settlement was 
m the interests of the pirates of Wall street 
and that the city would never receive any 
thing from the net receipts, because there 
would be no net recepits. He furthermore

„ quacks.”

According to the St. Louls Medical society 
canvass, no “quack” is practicing in the 
city. Dr. Ira Allison, who was convicted of 
quackery in the state courts a month ago and 
fined $100 and sentenced to thirty days in 
jail, ig believed to be in Council Bluffs, Ia. 
He closed his offices and quit town.

In addition it has been 
submitted to senators oppoeed to the repeal 
of the existing law. 

It will discuss the tolls controversy from 
an international as well as a political point of 
view and is expected further to in y the 
public sentiment behind the administration in 
connectlon with this matter. 


All Ships on Equal Footing. 

Like the president and Senator Loage, the 
editorial will hold that a decent respect for 
the opinions of mankind ” call for the squal 
treatment of all shipping using the Panama 
canal. 

More than this, the editorial will discuss 
the question from an economic standpoint, 
and will claim, as Senator Lodge frankly ad- 
mitted in the speech he delivered yesterday, 
that exemption from payment of tolls 
constitutes a subsidy 
profitable shipping trust which is in close 
relations with the transcontinental retiroada. 

Mr. Bryan is satiefied, in view of the sub- 
sidy character of the exemption law, that it 
hed no place in the Baltimore platform, al- 
though he helped to insert it in that decu- 
ment. 

To friends he has frankly conféssed his 
failure tn 1012 to realize that the plank was 
in conflict with the anti-subsidy principles 
of the Democratic party, but now that his 
eyes are open, and in view of what he has 
learned of the international aspecta of the 
controversy, he has deemed it only right and 
proper to change his position. 


Bryan to Expiain His Position. 

The secretary's editorial hae two objects in 
view—first, to explein his attitude to the 
country and to aid in the passage of the re- 
peal bill, and, secondly, to obviate the neces- 
sity of his appearance before the inter- 
oceanic canals committee. 

There is no doubt that the possibility of the 
latter has given a great deal of concern to the 
administration. It was recognised that the 
president's opponents in this, matter would 
resort to political tactics and engage the sec- 
retary in an argument for the purpose of ob- 
taining material for use in the debate on the 
floor of the senate and in the coming con- 
gressional campaign. 

The Bryan editorial will not change the atti- 
tude ef any of the. senators opposed to the 
president’s recommen dations unless there 
should be a back fire started in their respec- 
tive atates: 

Mr. Bryan conferred today with Senator 
-O’Gorman and showed the latter the editorial. 
Other senators have seen it They are unani- 
mous in the view that it presents no new facts 
or arguments to justify them in changing 
‘their posten. 

Will Help Exemption Repeal. 

At the same time they recognise, as does 
the administration, that the secretary’s decia- 
ration thaf/he is in hearty sympathy with the 
president in this matter will be helpful in aug- 
menting the strength of the movement for the 
passage of the repeal bill.
